WHITE PAPER ON THE REPORT OF THE ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES 
DELINEATION COMMITTEE ON THE REVIEW OF THE BOUNDARIES 
OF THE PRESENT FIFTY-EIGHT PARLIAMENT ELECTORAL DIVISIONS 


The Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee submitted its Report to the 
Prime Minister on 20th March, 1971. The Report is attached to this paper as an 
Appendix. The Committee was appointed in April, 1970, “to review the boundaries 
of the present 58 Parliament electoral divisions and to recommend such changes or 
adjustments thereto as may be necessary to ensure more equal representation 
throughout all constituencies, basing assessments on the 1969 Electoral Registers 
and the prognostication on shifts of population as a result of rehousing in Housing 
and Development Board blocks and urban renewal”. 


2. Noting that the last review of the electoral boundaries was made on Ist 
March, 1967, the Committee felt justified to project the prognostication on shifts 
of population up to Ist February, 1972. This 5-year interval on the review of 
electoral boundaries will not only be suitable in view of the constant rapid develop- 
ment of Housing and Development Board Estates and renewal of urban areas but 
would also achieve a more equal distribution of electors. 


3. Though no restriction was placed on the Committee, it, however, took 
cognizance of the compactness and size of the electoral divisions within the Central 
Areas of the City and for sentimental and historical reasons decided to leave them 
intact until the next delineation exercise. 


4. In its report, the Committee recommended the following eleven electoral 
divisions exceeding 20,000 electors be delineated:— 


Alexandra, Bukit Merah, Bukit Panjang, Bukit Timah, Delta, Kallang, 
Kampong Chai Chee, Kampong Kembangan, Queenstown, Tiong Bahru 
and Toa Payoh, 


and similarly, the following six electoral divisions with less than 12,800 electors be 
increased :— 


Cairnhill, Farrer Park, Moulmein, River Valley, Serangoon Gardens and 
Tanglin. 


These adjustments culminated in the creation of 7 new electoral! divisions:— 


Bukit Batok, Henderson, Kim Seng, Kuo Chuan, Leng Kee, Kim Keat 
and Boon Teck 


with consequential re-adjustments to the following eight electoral divisions:— 


Bukit Ho Swee, Chua Chu Kang, Geylang Serai, Jalan Kayu, Joo Chiat, 
Pasir Panjang, Siglap and Whampoa. 


5. The Government proposes to accept all the recommendations of the 
Committee. It also noted that all the changes and adjustments were made in keeping 
with the proximity, identity of interest and similarity of association, although the 
Committee could not avoid cutting across polling district boundaries in the 
majority of these changes. In this way, the Committee felt that the continuity of 
association between the electors and the so many good and well-established 
Citizens Consultative Committees, Management Committees of Community Centres 
and other civic organisations can still be preserved.

Sir, 


We were appointed an Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee in April,. 
1970 with the following term of reference:— 


“To review the boundaries of the present 58 Parliament electoral 
divisions and to recommend such changes or adjustments thereto as may be 
necessary to ensure more equal representation throughout all constituencies, 
basing assessments on the 1969 Electoral Registers and the prognostication 
on shifts of population as a result of rehousing in Housing and Develop-- 
ment Board blocks and urban renewal.” 


2. We noted that our term of reference was entirely different from that of the: 
previous Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee 1967, headed by Mr. Wong 
Keng Sam, whose term of reference was:— 


“To review the boundaries of the present 51 electoral divisions and.,. 
without eliminating any of the existing constituencies, to recommend such 
changes or adjustments thereto as might be necessary for the purpose of 
ensuring more equal representation throughout all constituencies in the 
Republic in accordance with the register of citizens kept by the Commissioner 
of National Registration.” 


3. Just as the previous Committee was not precluded from increasing the then 
existing 51 electoral divisions, so were we not precluded by our term of reference: 
from increasing the present number of 58 electoral divisions, if we considered that 
the circumstances warranted such change. 


4. But unlike the previous Committee, the Committee had to take into: 
consideration also the prognostication on shifts of population as a result of rehousing 
in Housing and Development Board blocks and urban renewal. 


5. In order to do this, we had first to agree as to how far this prognostication 
should go to form the basis of our report. We agreed that as the last review of 
electoral boundaries was based on the number of electors as at Ist March, 1967, 
and as we had the benefit of the use of the 1969 electoral registers as well as. 
provisional number of electors for 1970, our prognostication on shifts of population: 
would be fairly reliable if we projected it up to Ist February, 1972. In our opinion, 
a 5-year interval for review and not longer would be reasonable and more reliable: 
in an area with such rapid development and changing patterns as Singapore. 
A period longer than 5 years would result in electoral representation becoming 
uneven. 


6. On this basis, we have attached at Annexe “A”, a tabulated list showing 
how the Committee arrived at the numbers of electors for each of the present 58 
electoral divisions as at Ist February, 1972. An explanatory memorandum showing 
the method adopted for making this prognostication is also attached as Annexe “A!” 
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7. The result of our prognostication showed that the estimated number of 
the electors as at Ist February, 1972, was 951,751. Having arrived at this figure, 
the Committee next decided to review the boundaries by following the same 
procedure adopted by the previous Committee, namely to take the average number 
-of electors for each electoral division and based on a 20 per cent deviation from this 
average figure to work out minimum and maximum ranges of electors within which 
no adjustment of the number of electors should normally be made. 


8. Based therefore on a 20 per cent deviation from the average number of 
electors for each electoral division as given in Annexe “A”, namely 16,400, the 
minimum and maximum of the range of electors would be 13,128 and 19,692 
respectively. 


9. On this basis, but in order to round off the minimum and maximum 
figures evenly and proportionately, we considered that all existing electoral divisions 
exceeding 20,000 electors should be adjusted, because they were too big and should 
be reduced. Similarly, we felt that all existing electoral divisions less than 13,128 
should be rounded off in the same manner to 12,800 and any electoral divisions 
less than 12,800 should be increased, because they were too small. However, in 
respect of one group of electoral divisions within the Central Areas of the City, 
we did not apply this basis of adjustment, as they were well below a minimum 
figure of 12,800 and if we proceeded to increase their numbers of electors, only 
some would be increased and the others would have to disappear, because they 
would have lost most of their electors. Besides, as these electoral divisions had well- 
established and active Citizens Consultative Committees, we were of the view that 
these particular electoral divisions should not be adjusted, so that these Committees 
should continue to perform their good work and the valuable services they were 
giving to the community. Perhaps at the next delineation of electoral boundaries, 
when the scope and effect of urban redevelopment and its consequent repercussion 
became more apparent, that might be an appropriate time to consider adjustments 
to the electoral boundaries of these Central Area divisions. We also appreciated 
the fact that in making adjustments to the boundaries of electoral divisions below 
and above the minimum and maximum range of 12,800 and 20,000 respectively, 
the boundaries of some of the adjoining electoral divisions within this range would 
obviously be affected and therefore, also had to be adjusted.

15. The Committee has proposed the names for these seven new electoral 
divisions as given above because these are local names, which are familiar to the 
residents in the newly created divisions. For instance, the new electoral divisions of 
“Kim Seng’, “Leng Kee”, “Henderson” and “Bukit Batok” are appropriately 
called after the well-known Kim Seng Road, Leng Kee Road, Henderson Road 
and Bukit Batok. Similarly for Toa Payoh electoral division, which has been sub- 
divided to create three more electoral divisions of ‘“‘Kuo Chuan’’, “Kim Keat’’ and 
“Boon Teck”, we considered that these names called after Kuo Chuan School and 
three well-known roads in the locality, namely Kim Keat Road and Kim Keat 
Avenue and Boon Teck Road which at one time was a major road running through 
the old Toa Payoh area, would be suitable to describe the new electoral divisions. in 
which they are sited. The Committee considered that these three names were 
preferable to merely naming these electoral divisions as Toa Payoh East, West 
and Central.

**Since the adjustments which had to be made to the electoral divisions of 
Kampong Chai Chee and Siglap occasioned consequential adjustment to the 
electoral divison of Joo Chiat, the opportunity was also taken to straighten out its 
boundary by merging its narrow protrusion between Geylang Serai and Kampong 
Ubi electoral divisions with Geylang Serai. 


19. Since 25 out of 58 electoral divisions were subjected to changes and 
adjustments in order to bring about a more even distribution of electors within 
the minimum and maximum ranges as well as to create 7 new electoral divisions, 
the Committee could not in the circumstances, in the majority of cases, avoid 
cutting across polling district boundaries for these purposes. However, all these 
changes and adjustments were made in keeping with proximity, identity of interest 
and similarity of association. The Committee therefore feels that there should be 
no difficulty from the administrative point of view, to prepare registers of electors 
in accordance with these new boundaries and from the public point of view for 
present Members of Parliament, Citizens Consultative Committees, Management 
Committees of Community Centres and Political Parties to familiarise themselves 
with these new changes and adjustments so that they could guide and advise 
electors as to which electoral divisions or polling districts they would belong to 
in relation to future elections. 


20. Finally, for ease of reference, a set of maps delineating the boundaries of 
the revised 65 electoral divisions, together with the estimated number of electors 
for each division, as at 1st February, 1972 is attached at Annexes B! to B+.

ESTIMATION OF NUMBER OF ELECTORS IN 1972 


The basis and procedure for estimating the number of electors in each of the 58 
electoral divisions in 1972 are outlined below: 


2. The estimates are based on the following data:— 


(i) The Electoral Register list of 1970 which gives the most up-to-date: 


electoral statistics; 


(ii) the estimated number of electors by electoral divisions that will be: 


affected by urban renewal and other projects during the period Ist 
February, 1970 up to Ist February, 1972 supplied by the HDB; 


(iii) the estimated number of electors by electoral divisions to occupy new 
flats that will be constructed by the HDB during the period Ist 
February, 1970 up to Ist February, 1972, 


and assumptions:— 


(iv) that there will be 2.2 electors per family residing in HDB flats — this 
figure is based on the existing average numbers of electors in each 
HDB flat; 


(v) that of the electors that will be shifted out of an electoral division as a 
result of urban renewal and other projects, 50 per cent of them will 
shift to new HDB flats and the remaining 50 per cent will shift to 
the other electoral divisions to find their own accommodation, and 
that of these remaining 50 per cent of electors, for every 2 electors 
shifting to urban electoral divisions one elector will shift to rural 
electoral divisions; 


(vi) the number of electors moving to occupy the remaining new HDB flats 
that are not occupied by electors affected by urban renewal and other 
projects will be drawn from the whole island in proportion to the 
number of electors in each electoral division, and in the ratio of 2: 1 
in favour of urban electoral divisions. 


3. For purposes of distinguishing urban and rural electoral divisions in the: 


calculations, the urban electoral divisions were taken to be those electoral divisions 
which fall within the city area. 


4. The procedures for estimating the number of electors in each of the 58 
electoral divisions on Ist February, 1972 are laid down in the following paragraphs. 


5. The number of electors by electoral divisions based on the Electoral 
Register list, 1970 is given in column (2) of attached table. 


6. The average annual rate of growth of electors according to the electoral 
registers for the period 1967-1969 is 4.62 per cent. This is applied to column (2) 
to produce the estimated number of electors in February, 1972 shown in column (3). 
The figures for each electoral division are crude estimates, and must be adjusted 
to take into account the number of electors that will be shifted out of the electoral 


division as a result of urban renewal and other projects. The number of electors. 
that will be shifted out from the electoral divisions concerned is given in column (4),.

7. The 20,663 electors that have to move out as a result of urban renewal 
and other projects will comprise 2 components:— 


(a) electors moving to electoral divisions to occupy new HDB flats; 


(b) electors moving to electoral divisions to occupy accommodation other 
than HDB flats. 


On the assumption that half of the 20,663 or 10,331 electors will be given 
accommodation in the new HDB flats, the 10,331 electors are distributed to the 
electoral divisions in proportion to the number of new HDB flats that will be 
constructed there. The number of electors that is distributed to the electoral divisions 
concerned is given in column (5). The remaining 10,332 electors which it is assumed 
will move to accommodation other than HDB flats is distributed to all the electoral 
divisions in proportion to the 1972 crude estimates of the number of electors in 
each division, and in the ratio 2:1 in favour of urban electoral divisions. The 
results are given in column (6). 


8. The 1972 crude estimates of electors for each division must similarly be 
adjusted to take into account the electors that will be moving into the new HDB 
flats. The total number of new HDB flats that will be constructed will yield a total 
of 71,145 electors. Of this, 10,331 electors are taken up by electors affected by urban 
renewal and other projects leaving a balance of 60,814 electors. These 60,814 
electors will occupy new HDB flats in the electoral divisions as given in column (7). 


9. These 60,814 electors must obviously come from all the 58 electoral 
divisions, and it is assumed that the number of electors drawn from each electoral 
division will be in proportion to the 1972 crude estimates of electors. It is also 
assumed that more electors will be drawn from urban electoral divisions than from 
rural divisions in the ratio of 2:1 in favour of urban divisions. The estimated 
number of electors that will be drawn from the electoral division is given in 
column (8). 


10. The estimated number of electors by electoral divisions in 1972 taking 
into account the shifts of population arising from urban renewal and other projects, 
and the construction of new HDB flats during the period Ist February, 1970 to 
lst February, 1972, and the consequential movements in population is given in 
column (9).
